JAPANESE TORPEDO BOATS CREPT CLOSE, UNDISCOVERED. 

The Japanese torpedo boats crept quite close to the Russian ships 
pefore they were discovered. 

Each of the Japanese boats discharged torpedoes, three of which 
took effect, striking the battleships Cesarevitch and Retvizan and the 
cruiser Pallada. 

The three damaged ships returned to the harbor to avoid sinking. 

Notwithstanding the continuous fire from the ships and forts, four 
of the Japanese torpedo boats escaped. 

One, however, was sunk, and another, which was in a sinking 
condition, was deserted by her crew and was afterward captured by 
the Russians. 

I saw several Japanese cruisers in the distance, and the remainder 
of the Japanese fleet. was still further off, lying eastward and showing 
searchlights. 

After the retirement of the Japanese torpedo boats, the Russian 
cruiser squadron, under Admiral Prince Moktompsky, followed to in- 
vestigate and then returned. 

The action ceased at 3 a. m. 


EXCEPT INJURY TO THREE SHIPS, DAMAGE WAS SLIGHT. 
The loss on the Russian ships was eight killed and twenty wounded. 
Apart from the disablement of three Russian ships, the damage 

done to the fleet and forts was not very great. 

There were many Russian torpedo boat destroyers in the harbor, 
but they were not ready to resist the attack. 

The Japanese, in fact, created a great deal of surprise, not only 
by Aheir unexpected onslaught, but by the promptness and bravery with 
which they acted. 

On Tuesday morning, news arrived from Dalny that the Japanese 
fleet was steering westward, in attack formation. 

It came in sight about 11 a. m. 

There were in all fifteen ships, in two lines of battle—six battle- 
ships, six first-class cruisers, and three second class cruisers. 

The Russians had outside thirteen large vessels, under Admiral 
Stark, on the flagship Petropaviosk, and Rear Admiral Prince Mok- 
tompsky on the flagship Peresviet, excluding the Pallada and the 
Cesarevitch, the latter the flagship of Rear Admiral Mollas, and the 
Retvizan, which was lying aground across the inner harbor entrance. 
It was low water. 

The action was commenced by the big guns of the land battery. 

FEW OF THE 300 SHELLS REACHED THEIR MARK. 

The morning was dull, with a light wind, and the heavy smoke ren- 
dered it difficult.to observe the details of the action, but I witnessed 
all that was possible from Beacon Hill, opposite the entrance to the 
harbor, in line of the fire. Two shells fell near us and about twenty 
others fell in the old town and the western harbor, where many steam. 
ers flying neutral flags were anchored. 

After the commencement of the action, all of the people fled toward 
a hill outside the town, under protection. 

A little while after the first shell was fired, a big 12-inch _one 
exploded, smashing the office fronts of the Guensberg’s Yalu Conces- 
sions Co., and the Russo-Chinese bank. 

The streets were then entirely deserted, but the local police kept 
splendid order. There was no looting. Women and children were very 
brave. 

On both sides, I counted over 300 shells, few of which reached the 
mark. Others did not explode. 

JAPANESE FIRED AS THEY PASSED THE SHIPS. 

During the action, several merchant steamers outside the roads 
moved their position, but none was allowed to leave its anchorage in 
the harbor. 

Regiments from the adjoining barracks and camps poured through 
the town to take up defensive positions in the event of the Japanese 
landing. 

The Japanese warships steamed slowly past, in line of battle, to 
the westward and about four miles off, each vessel beginning to fire 
when opposite the Russian ships, which were two miles off shore. 

The action became general. 

There was no maneuvering, simply heavy and fast firing. 

The firing ceased at noon, the Japanese ships withdrawing to the

Judge Adams Sets Tria! Date For March 22—Burton Charged rt 
With Aiding Get-Rich-Quick Concern to 
Continue Fraudulent Business. 


Senator J. R. Burton must stand trial 
on the charge of receiving money from the 
Rialto Grain Co. to favorably influence the 
postal .authorities after the mail of the 
get-rich-quick concern had been stopped 
on a fraud order.

August Portmann found little that he could 
do in Westphalia. Early in 1849, attract- 
ed by the tales of gold and freedom that 
came back from emigrants, he came to

ness of the prince, is somewhat shocking. 
We see the King’s executioner, his great 
blade in hand, which isn’t soothing. We 
see a cruel, wicked King exercising tyran- 
nies anict our souls with rebellion, which 
is disquieting. We see a woman led out 
to be burned for a witch, which torments 
us with that resentment peculiar to intoler- 
ance of fanaticlsm. We see an innocent 
girl fall into the hands of degpoilers, and 
we are restless with indignation. 

And then, having traversed these unt- 
pleasant ways, we are rewarded with views 
of beiter things. The chief compensating 
agency is Heaven itself, which, when all 
human resistance of wickedncss has be- 
come of no avail, comes-into the play and 
performs miracles of justice. 

These miracles make the play. They are 
its Alpha and Omega, for the play really 
begins when heaven strikes the proud 
prince down, and it ends when heaven re- 
stores him to his throne, The dramatist 
has taken advantage of the divine life line 
attached to him, and. has sailed in boldly in 


constructing the incidental story, knowing 
that, however deep he may get, he is sure 
of extrication. The love story he has in- 
terwoven with the old legend leans as 
heavily upon heaven for successful denoue- 
ment as does the career of the king, so 
that in the end, when Perpetua is being 
burned and the flames are already leaping 
from the fagots, the same miracle that 
restores the king to his former self saves 
the girl. ‘“‘The Proud Prince’ makes great- 
er demands upon the Deity than “Mary of 
Magdala” makes upon Christ; more, even, 
than the old morality play “Everyman.’ 
It is in this respect the most remarkable 
"tos a ever seen in a St. Louis play- 
10uUse. 

Ali of which pronounces ‘The Proud 
Prince’ a very realistic play, which it is. 
E. H. Sothern opened an engagement in it 
at the Olympic Theater Monday nieht. be- 
fore one of the finest audiences of the sea- 
son. 

‘The Proud Prince”’ is Justin Huntly Mc- 
Carthy’s dramatization of the old story of 
Robert of Sicily, the king whose pride and 
arrogance became such that he was Aum- 
bled by heaven and made a court jester, 
eventually to be restored to his throne 
when eating humble pile had given him a 
proper heart, 

Mr. Sothern’s production of the piece is 
big and brilliant. His scenic equipment 
has hardly been surpassed this season. 
His company includes much excellent tal- 
ent. His own acting. first as the proud 
king and then as the misshapen fester, is 
worthy his proud place in his ~rofession. 

But the play itself is disappointing. It 
has fine moments, such as those in which 
the king is struck down by the wrath of 
heaven in a very realistic storm; when the 
girl Perpetua persists in her resistance 
against his advances, even after he has 
revealed his royal self; when the penitent 
kine slays Hildebrand in the cross and 
sword duel in the church: when he res- 
cues the girl from the. roval harem by 
proclaiming himself infested with the 
plague and throwing his plague-reeking 
cloak over-her head; when the girl pulls 
the great cord which shall summon all 
Syracuse to judge between sovereign and 
subject: and when heaven’s final miracle 
restores to the king his physical beau- 
ty and his throne. All these are fine ma- 
terfal in a play. They are thrilling, impres- 
sive, rare. 

Rut there are interims in which the pro- 
Auction does not possess the movement 
nor the intensity and continuity of. plot 
necessary to a great drama. It is certain- 
ly & most interesting pla. end it is done 
with a firm, artistic touch from the writ- 
ing of the lines to the smallest detail of the 
stnging. But even so, it is wanting. 

Equally’ pleasing as Mr. Sothern’s work 
is that of Cecilia Loftus, as Perpetua. It 
is charming, indeed. Orme Caldara’s Hilde- 
brand is commanding enough. -John Find- 
lay. who is the court fool at the beginning 
and end of the play, is good enough to be 
easily mistaken for Sothern himself in the 
final scene.

Miss George is a pleasing Peggy. She 
rides a demure donkey with much deter- 
mination and a reasonable amount of grace 
in the first act, and is sufficiently tragic 
and pathetic in the last one. Between times 
she romps and rages, pleases and dis- 
pleases, laughs and comes to the verge of

TO THE HANNA FUNERAL 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16—A _ loathsome 
phase of national politics is to the front 
since Senator Hanna’s death. It con- 
cerns President Roosevelt. 

The President wants to go to Cleveland 
to attend Senator Hanna’s funeral. His 
political advisers say he must not, as his 
motives will be impugned. He decided to- 
day not to go. 

Mr, Roosevelt was a constant caller at 
the Arlington after Senator Hanna's condi- 
tion ew grave. He was there a short 
time before the end came. He called again 
last night at 8 o’clock to extend his condo- 
lence. He went direct to the Hanna apart- 
ments, where he taiked for some time with 
Dan R. Hanna and learned of the funeral 
arr ements. He did not see Mrs. Hanna 
nor efther of the daughters. 

When he left the hotel, instead of goin 
to the White House, as it was suppos 
he would, the President walked around the 
corner and entered Postmaster-General 
Payne’s rooms, which are on the H street 
side of the Arlington. There he spent an 
hour and a half in conference with Post- 
master-General Payne and 
Spooner, Aldrich and Platt of Conn

End Came as 
Peaceful Sleep. 


The end came to Senator Hanna, after 
over a month’s illness, at 6:40 o’clock 
Monday evening. He died so peacefully 
that those attending him could hardly 
tell the passing spirit. His wife and 
children were at his bedside. 

Senator Hanna has been © practically 
dead since Sunday morning. In fact 


there has been no hope that he would 
recover since the collapse of Friday 
last. He had been kept alive by the 
use of the strongest stimulants. 

His heart had been forced to work 
with counterfeit blood, with saline so- 
lution, which had been injected into his 
veins from day to day. His legs, arms, 
sides and chest were riddled with the 
unctures of the hypodermic needles 
orced into him to carry stimulus to 
his flagging heart and lungs. 

His doctorg had snatched him back from 
Geath four times, brought him to life 
after his heart apparently had stopped 
beating and his lungs had ceased to work. 
His nd had been clear a part of the 
time, but had worked automatically. He 
had recognized some of the members of 
his family. Still, there never was a chance 
of his recovery after his first great col- 
lapse. He was a doomed man after he 
went into the slough on Friday last. 

The senator had been a si man for 
three roe. He was greatly bothered with 
a chal deposit in his right knee, which 
caused him to limp and gave him much 

in, Three years ago an analysis showed 
hat he had a kidney trouble in a slight 
degree. After he became seriously ill t 
time, notwithstanding the statements that 
his typhoid was uncomplicated, his kid- 
neys were found to be affected and his 
liver impaired. 


His Fight for Life 
a Magnificent Struggle. 


In the campaign in Ohio two years ago, 
he collapsed several times, and during the 
hard fight he made last fall against Tom 
L. Johnson, the mayor of Cleveland, who 
was striving to carry the legislature, Gen. 
Dick and John Molloy, his two lieuten- 
ants in Ohio, were fearful many times 
that he would break down. 

He was ill in New York in the latter part 
of December. He went to Cleveland and 
thence to Chicago. While he was there 
early in January one of his close friends 
wrote to Washington: 

‘T have had a serious talk with Senator 
Hanna. He is much sicker than anybody 
knows.”’ 

The senator’s fight against death was a 
magnificent struggle. He used all his in- 
domitable will power, exerted every parti- 
cle of his physicial strength. His whole 
mind was on his condition. He talked of 
it to the doctors and constantly questioned 
them as to whether they would be able to 
pull him through. 

The illness of no public man since Pres- 
ident McKinley was shot has aroused such 
universal sympathy. People in every walk 
of life have crowded to the Arlington 
Hotel to ask about his condition. He was 
the best-beloved member of the Republican

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THE PARK RESTORATION PROBLEM. 

With the passing of the act providing for a loan of $4,600,000, 
the financial problems of the World’s Fair are settled, and the 
great project enters its last phase of preparation—the com- 
pletion of the work and the installment of exhibits. 

But there is one question which must be settled before the 
opening of the gates, that is, the question of providing for the 
restoration of the park. The experts employed by former Park 
Commissioner Ridgeley’ estimated that the bond ought not to 
‘be less than $600,000. The city has notified the Exposition 
managenient that an additional bond was wanted, but nothing 
has been done in the matter. 

Whether this sum is right or not, there ought to be a clear 
understanding between the municipal authorities and the Expo- 
sition management. The city’s interests should be protected by 
an ample offset to damages that may be inflicted on the park. 
There should be an early conference and a candid discussion 
of the matter, with a settlement on a reasonable basis. 

The people want to know and have the right to know just 
what will be done. The responsibility rests with the mayor at 
present. He should take the question up promptly and settle it. 


The Higginsville (Mo.) Jeffersonian says that the Post-Dis- 
patch “declares that the clearing of Butler by the jury at Ful. 
ton practically eliminates Mr. Folk from the gubernatorial race.” 
This is news. The Post-Dispatch criticised the conduct of the 
prosecution and reminded Mr, Folk of its warning that his en- 
tering upon a gubernatorial campaign would weaken his work 
as a public proseeutor. The Post-Dispatch is not interested in 
the personal ambitions of candidates. It is only interested in 
the prosecuting and punishing of dishonest officials and bribe.

ADVANTAGE IN LAND WAR, 


_ Japan being practically in command of the sea the task 
becomes one of land war. 

According. to military writers, the advantage in modern 
warfare is with the defense. At Colenso 1500 Boers. en- 
trenched and out of sight, repulsed 30,000 British troops. Their 
fire was so rapid and destructive that General Buller reported 
to the war office in London that at least 30,000 of the enemy 
had been in action. The truth was not known until long after. 

If the Japanese get possession of Corea before the Russians 
take up a strong position in the country they will have this 
advantage which multiplies the value of defensive numbers 
indefinitely. On paper the Russians outnumber the Japanese 
ten times. But it is doubtful if they can bring into the field 
within the next few weeks any more troops than the Japan- 
ese will have to oppose them. During this time, therefore. 
vietory will lean to the side of the chemy entrenched, which- 
ever it is. 

li Japan wins at the outset of the struggle she may be 
subsequently overborne by sheer force of inexhaustible num- 
bers, which in a long war must win if brought into action. 


It is cynically observed that while the Russian sailors were 
singing the national hymn the Japanese were moving across 
_ the bay in torpedo boats and blew up some of the vocalists 
fn war providence is not on the side of the sweetest singer, but 
is inclined to do most for the fighters who attend strictly to 
business. This is the Napoleonic view of the matter.

A Libel Disproved. 


There are certain uncharitable ones 
among us who do them great injustice 
by asserting that our police know nothing. 
With your kind attention, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, we will endeavor to show to you 
in just a minute that these detractors of 
our worthy constabulary are wrong, and 
that our police know a heap. 

A saloon keeper a block away from police 
headquarters in St. Louis went hunting and 
stayed a week. When he returned, travel- 
stained and wrapped up to the ears, and 
entered his place with gun on his shoulder, 
his bartender, not recognizing him, quickly 
got the drop on him with a revolver and 
forced him into the icebox. 

Now for the wonderful part of this story, 
revealing not only the characteristics of 
members of our constabulary, but show- 
ing beyond peradventure their rare intel- 
ligence and powers of observation. 

The bartender fired a shot to attract ths 
attention of the police and two of the 
finest appeared.

Shivering with cold, 
the saloonkeeper emerged from the refrig- 
erator and, we are informed by a truth- 
ful chronicler, although his own bartender 
did not know him, “he was instantly rec- 
ognized by the police.” 

Now, who will dare say that our police 
are know-nothings, when, as all can see, 
they have keener eyes than a bartender, 
and when they are able to recognize in- 
stantly a saluonkeeper whom they prob- 
ably do not see more than a dozen times a 
day?

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To Chase Earthquakes | 


N APRIL of this year there will begin a 
curious international work which is to 
last twelve years. 


It is the work of watching the earth- 
quakes of the world; and most of the na- 
tions will contriubte earthquake datectives. 


The object is to learn something about 
earthquakes that may lead to a discovery 
of their causes; the hope is that something 
rmay develop which will enable scientiste to 
Warn pereons in threatened districts in 
time so that they may escape, just as is 
done now in the case of storms. 


This international hunt for the earth- 
quake was organized in Strasburg, Ger- 
many. during the last session of the Inter- 
rational Seismic Congress. All the nations 
that joined in the work then have agreed 
to use ail available government depart- 
ments to gather statistics about earth- 
quakes, and to forward them to the cen- 
tral bureau, which is the German imperial] 
central station for earthquake study in 
Strasburg. 


Rules and regulations have been laid 


down for observation, and the members 
know just what facts should be gathered. 
Whatever money can be raised will be used 
for the establishment of observatories and 
experiment stations in lands that are suf- 
ferers from these disturbances. 


The reports that are sent in to the cen- 
tral station will be edited and published 
pericdically. 


The delegates who voted for the organized 
earthquake chase represented the United 
States, Mexico, Chill, Argentina, the Congo 
Free State, Japan and most of the govern- 
ments of Europe. 


Screw More Than 85 Feet Long.

MAY GET DIVORCE 
TRUM A CONVICT 


Court of Appeals Decides That a Wife 
May Bring Suit Against 
Prisoner. 


A Scotland County decision that sult can- 
not be brought against a convict on the 
grounds that he is civilly dead was over- 


ruled in the court of appeals Tuesday 
morning. 

In the decision of the court of appeals 
it was stated that while a convict is civilly 
dead so far as the bringing of suit by 
himself it is possible for him to be sued. 

The case was a suit for divorce, Viola 
Gray vs. William B. Gray from Scotland 
County, Missour!l. 

The marriage took place in January, 1902, 
while Gray was on parole from an [linois 

nitentiary. His wife was ignorant of 
he fact that he was a convict at the time 
of the marriage. 

In January, 1902, Gray was arrested and 
sentenced to a term in the penitentiary at 
Jefferson City on a charge of forgery. 

Mrs. Gray sued for divorce. Her suit 
was dismissed in the Scotland County court 
because Gray was declared civilly dead.
